XKW YORK. N. V.. Dec<*inlx*r 29. — The wlinlc- 
hcartedness with which a large pro|K>rtiou of the 
mis: prominent turfmen of the country entered into 
war work served to typify real sportsmanship and 
to aoi-entuato the fact that these turfmen could 
acknowledge no allegiance divided between love of 
country and love of self. 

Such turfmen as Major Belmont. Colonel Cassatt. 
Major Thomas Hitchcock. Lieut. George II. Widener, 
Capt. Joseph A. Davis. Capt. Hal Parr. Lieut. 
G if ford A. Cochran and many others had been able 
to get along nicely in peace times witli a goad 
racing stable and a prosperous business to attend 
to. but when it e.-nne to war work they found that 
it look them from what they had considered their 
real business for the time lieing. and left them hut 
little time in which to ~cck recreation in turf 
sjHirts. or any other kind of sport, for that matter. 

Colonel Cassatt sold out his horses, completely 
disbanding not only liis racing stable but his breed- 
ing stud, that lie might attend to bis military 
duties tin* more effectively. Major Thomas Hitch- 
cock did the same thing and in much tin* same way, 
and I.ieut. G. A. Cochran entered the military serv- 
ice about the same time. and. quickly going over 
to France, lie was so soon in tin* thick of it that 
he had no time to even attend to the sale of his 
racing stock. Without disbanding his valuable 
breeding stud, lie left others to sell off liis race 
horses, and even liis yearlings, so that now. when 
the war is practically over, he has little if anything 
to send to the races during 1919. unless lie -b-M! w 
b«y outside yearlings and two-year-olds from other 
breeders anil owners. Colonel Cassatt, who is an 
ardent devotee of racing and an inheritor of the 
love of thoroughbred horses and turf sjnirts from 
his distinguished father, now is in much the same 
IKisition in wltieh Lieutenant Cochran has found 
himself, and should lie wish to follow his own and 
his father's practice of racing horses of liis own 
breeding he will find it practically iniiKissihle to 
follow his inclinations in this respect. 

BELMONT SELLS HORSES. 

Major Beluiout. another enthusiastic turfman, who 
for many years has confined himself almost ex- 
clusively to horses of his own breeding in the 
making up of liis racing stable, lias sold off nearly 
every thoroughbred in his |»ossessioii which could 
lie accounted fit for the racing of 1919. He si. Id 
almiit all his yearlings, and *-**rtaiuly about all tic* 
best ones, retaining only such fillies as appeared 

to I specially suitable for stud matrons at bis 

famous Nursery Stud. 

That Major Belmont took liis dispersal seriously 
and disposed of various hands in good faith, it may 
lie mentioned that he let go some yearlings which 
not only lie. but other prominent turfmen and good 
judges, prized highly. Among the prizes obtained 
at the Belmont dispersal sale may Is* mentioned the 
lieantiful chestnut inli Fair Gain, by Viilcaiu — 
Fairy Gold (dam of Fair Play, Friar Hock and 
other really gissl rata* horses), which fell to the 
bid of Joseph K. Widener at $14,000. This was 
a colt in whose breeding Major Belmont took great 
pride. liis sire. Vuli-aiii (br<*d at Major Belmont’s 
French breeding establishment), was a son of the 
great Rock Sand — Lady of tin* Vale, a daughter of 
Rayon d’Or and Lady Violet, by The 111 I'sed. 
Fairy Gold, by Bend Hr. i- too richly bred and loo 
well-known to need any introduction. 

Mr. Widener bought another promising yearling 
at the same sale wh‘*n .*•- took the good-looking 
bay colt Northward (brother to Norse King I for 
$3,700. Another of th** high-priced colts of the 
sal" was Rouleau, a hro-vii colt by Tracery — Koval 
Coinage, which went to Frank Taylor for $13,000. 

Having tints sold off liis yearlings. Iiesides de- 
priving himself of LlteiiHite and other good ones 
Ixdonging to hi' active racing string, it is difficult 
to show how the chairman of the Jockey t’luli can 
lie anything like ndeonately represented in tin- 
racing of 1919 without going into the market to buy 
such animals as it may afford. 

BIG PRICES FOR YEARLINGS. 

The mention of yearling sales in connection with 
Major Belmont's dispersal serves as a reminder that 
the market for yearlings during the season just past 
has beep a peculiar one. The range at which year- 
lings -odd diet ween high and low) was something 
extraordinary. There must have been many year- 
lings knocked down to bidders at prices which would 
not bo sufficient to pay for the shipping of these 
same youngsters from Lexington to Saratoga: and 
yet they gave promise of lieing at least average 
platers and handicap horses as far as breeding, size 
and conformation go. There were so many disap- 
iiointments in the great Beaumont sale of 1917 that 
investors wen* more conservative in 1918 than they 
had been, tint when the real choice yearlings of 
1918 were offered some of the buyers threw aside 
their conservatism and paid much liigli«*r prices than 
had been realized at the Beaumont sale, although 
the averages at none of the sales equaled that of 
tile Beaumont of the previous year. 

During the summer just past the highest prici- 
paid for any yearling at public auction in this 
country was for the beautiful French - bred chestnut 
colt now named Golden Broom, by Sweeper — Zuna. 
by Hamburg, bred and im|iort*-d by Mrs. H. B. 
IMtryi-a. and bought liy Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords 
for $15,600. 

Tin- next highest price paid for a yearling was 
$14,500. paid by Commander J. K. L. Ross for a 
Imy eolt sinxl by Black Jester, amt ini|Mirtcd ill 
utero. his dam Ix-iug Primula II.. by 81. Denis, a 
sou of Si. Simon. This was an impressive looking 
colt of the sturdy, masculine type, and a grandly 
IKiwerful looking colt «1 that. Of course, this .silt’s 
rich breeding bad much to do witli tin* strong de- 
mand lor him at i In* sales ring, but liis individuality 
also bad much to do with it.

Maryland Turfman's Successes Feature of Sunday's 
Program at Oriental Park. 



H * V.'.NA V’dia. De.---.aB— 29 "V «4,s; of F. 
Schclke were much in the limelight at Oriental 
Park this afternoon. Tin*. Maryland turfman fur- 
nished three winners. The Six Hundred. Ho|is and 
Maxim’s t'hoicc. All three came from behind and 
won going away from their opponents. 

The races were run over a heavy track. The 
sixth furnished tile liest contest of the day. in 
which Nib and Buiiiee fought it out till through the 
homestretch, and in a gruelling drive Nib got 
up in the final strides to beat Bunicc by a nose. 

In the seventh Lunsford, on Miss Sweep, caused 
some interference when the latter cut across in front 
of the others going around the first turn. In the 
inixup Don Thrush and Waterford all but fell. 
Lunsford was fined $50 and suspended by the 
stewards for rough riding. 

The attendance was up to the usual Sunday stand- 
ard. which means that a large gathering turned 
out. Weather conditions were pleasant and society 
turned out in force. Over 1.000 automobiles were 
parked in the enclosure set aside for them. 

The o|iening dash was for maiden two-year-ohls 
and Quickstep, a daughter of Olambala — San Andres, 
scored her initial turf success, leading home Miss 
farcy by two lengths. Liukstrap. public choice, 
lost whatever chance he may have had by getting 
away badly. 

Allot her disappointing favorite was Williams 
Bros.’ Kernan in the fourth- race, which was won 
by Hops after a sensational performance. The 
Schclke representative was practically left at the 
post, hut liis rider sent him after the others, and 
tiie gelding closing an immense gap overtook the 
leaders in the stretch and drew away into a safe 
lead at the end. Kernan. after setting the early 
imce. tired and barely saved third place. 

Preference was shown for King Trovato in the 
third race, witli Jojam second in favor. However, 
their backers failed to give the old g.-lding The 
Grader due consideration and were given a surprise 
when he easily took the measure of the two men- 
tioned nlxive. Jojani essayed to set the pace and 
did so to the last eighth, where Tin* Grader, which 
had raced close up throughout, disposed of him and 
drew away into a big lead, wiuuiug by six lengths. 
In the meantime King Trovato. after lieing outrun 
in the early stages, finished fast and outgaiued 
Jojam for the place honors. 

Two horses changed hands during the afternoon. 
J. t'lirojo claimed Kernan from Williams Bros, for 
sT»i(l and K. Baxter took Mabel Trask from the same 
owners for $1,000.

WEATHER AGAINST JEFFERSON PARK 



Greater Part of Time Course Was Deep in Mud, 
the Result of Continual Rain. 



NEW * 1 1 i LE A \ 8 . i .a . . Iieccmfier 29. — New Year's 
day will witness a change in the racing scene 
here, the Fair Grounds iqieuiiig for a fifty -four 
days’ meeting following the close at Jefferson Park 
the day prev.ous. The outlook is for the best race 
meeting in tiie history of the* older track here, 
this being based on the successful season now wind- 
ing up at Jefferson Park. 

Never was a race track forced to brave worse 
weather than lias Jefferson Park this year, and 
only upon a few occasions was the track even close 
to lieing gissl. much less fast. The greater part 
of the time tin* course was deep in sticky mud. and 
as a result, with few exceptions, tiie horses con- 
testing daily were an inferior band. Even with the 
adverse weather and track conditions the daily 
attendance at Jefferson Park lias shown a big in- 
crease over last year, and more or ilizers have been 
on the "firing line” throughout the meeting. 

Arrivals from the north and cast of well-known 
sjmrt smen. who have been writing for the Fair 
Grounds to open, are reported daily. This includes 
•loth layers and hackers. Many of the better class 
of horses have been held for the meeting at the 
other track, and all are rejmrted on edge for a 
bard season. With eleven stakes to run for. the 
g! csl horses will have plenty of money hung up to 
keep them busy, and in addition to these there 
will lx* a race daily worth $1.oini. 

- The past week was a busy one for the board 
of stewards at Jefferson Park, as this body con- 
ducted several investigations into races tiiat did 
not look any too good to the officials. One out- 
come of tin* probes was the banishment of owner 
George E. Chancellor and jockeys Lee Mink and 
Janies Gruber. The stewards did not littrrv their 
judgement in the case of this trio, and all con- 
cerned were given a chance to Mat,* their side of 
it before a ruling was announced. 

Simultaneously with tin* investigation came a vast 
improvement in the racing, close finishes Ix-iug far 
more numerous, the owners, trainers and jockeys 
realizing that tin* officials are determined to make 
every one walk the straight and narrow path. 
Incidentally the officials made a rule which serves 
to keep down unwarranted charges of fraud, when 
they announced that any person making such charges 
would be given an opportunity to prove them, and 
failure to do so would result in disaster to them. 
The New Orleans people arc liberal supixirters of 
racing, and the sport draws a large nninlx*r of 
people to this city, and tin* turf devotees are tired 
of listening to accusations, many of them of a 
lx-tt.v nature and without the least foundation. 

There will lx* additions to the «if 1 family at 
the Fair Grounds this season. judge I-l. C. Smith

SCALE OF JOCKEYS’ FEES. 

As was the case the latter part of last season, the 
scaling system of (laying the jockeys in selling 
races where entrance fees are charged will again 
lx* in vogue at tin- Fair Grounds. This provides for 
a winning fee of $25. while riders finishing second 
anti third with their mounts will get $10 instead of 

tin- eiisti.iuary losing ft $5. Jot-keys who finish 

outside of the money will get the latter fee. This 
has proved a giMMl system, as it is an incentive to 
riders to ride their mounts out to tin* limit instead 
of pulling tip when they see that they art* hopelessly 
beaten, as has liccii done many times under tin- ohl 
system. 

The colors of Barney SehreilxT. made famous by 
such sterling horses as Baiinocklitirii. Xealon and 
Jack Atkin will lx* carried at tin* Fair Grounds by a 
fine collection of coining two-year-olds that their 
oilier recently brought here from Kentucky. The 
youngsters are good lookers and are principally the 
get of Jack Atkin, a number of them Ix-artng a 
striking resemblance to that once noted racer. 
SclireilxT exix-cts much from these youngsters ami 
is lio|x*fti! that from among the umiuIxt may lx* 
developed one or two that will lx- worthy to class 
with tin- stars of former years that made liis estab- 
lishment rank with the lx*st to In* found in the 
west. 

According to advices just received. I. II. Wheat - 
croft’s imported stallion Fitzgrafton. now fourteen 
years old. has Im'cii doing remarkably well at 
Rucker’s farm near l>»xiiigton, Ky.. since he 
reached these shores the latter part of last Oc- 
tober. He is lx*ing bred to a minilxT of Mr. 
Wheatcmft’s choicest mares, in addition to other 
gixxl ones in tiie blue grass section. 

This stallion lias an international reputation, lwitli 
as a racer and a show horse. He won the Viceroy's 
Cup in India on two ix-casions. besides numerous 
other stakes. He lias also taken prizes in the show 
ring iu England.

Before the ashes of the great grandstand, which 
was burned to the ground early Saturday morning, 
had grown cold, lumber and other materials for the 
new grandstand was on its way to the Fair 
Grounds. Early Sunday morning a force of 125 car- 
penters was placed on tiie work, and like tin* nib- 
bing of Alladin’s lamp, tin* new grandstand will arise 
just a short distance below the wreck of the old 
one.

The hurtling of the grandstand furnished one of 
the most spectacular fires in the history of New 
Orleans. Fanned by a high wind, the flames lea|x*d 
150 feet in the air and threatened the closely built- 
up downtown section of the city. Explosions, the 
detonations of which were heard at great distances 
and which have mystified the ixdicc as to a pos- 
sible incendiarv origin of the fire, were intermixed 
with the terrific cracking and whining of huge 
sti*el girdles as they buckled under the intense heat. 
With a mighty crash the superstructure of steel and 
reenforced concrete collapsed, smashing through tin- 
floor of the grandstand and down to the famous p-ilni 
garden beneath. 

BIG FORCE NOW AT WORK. 



While the large force of workmen were at work 
all day Sunday erecting the tem|x»rary grandstand, 
thousands of people looked on and marvelled at the 
rapidity at which the work was going on. Huge 
girders were put up as if by magic, and this was 
the hardest part of the work. The nailing on of 
the Ixxirds for the remainder of the stand Ix-ing com 
paratively easy. No trouble was experienced in 
obtaining lumber, and all day long big trucks wen- 
kept busy hauling it. Ill ail effort to s|x*ed up the 
temporary stand, electric lights wen* strung and the 
workmen lalxircd through tin* night. 

Then* wen* plenty of men available for the work, 
and all seemed eager to do tln-ir part to assist in 
getting the racing plant ill order for the o|»-ning 
on Wednesday. The new grandstand, which is to 
serve this winter, will not be erected on the site 
of Die old one. but instead it will he closer to the 
main entrance. This will result in moving the 
finishing line one- sixteenth of a mile down the 
homestretch and necessitate the removal of tin- 
judges' stand. The stretch at the Fair Grounds is’ 
amply long and the change will lie beneficial in tiiat 
it will give the horses a longer straightaway to the 
first turn ill races at one mile or farther.

It is one tiling to lie told how to angle with dry 
or wet fly. live bait or murderous “plug.” but it 
is quite another thing and decidedly more difficult 
to do it successfully. 

Theoretically, most instructions given to the lay- 
man are practical and generally quite correct. They 
emanate from the minds of men of more or less 
varied experience and are the result of their per- 
sonal observation. 

I think it was Dr. Johnson of English dictionary 
fame who once said in the presence of several 
disciples of izaak Walton that “angling means a roil 
with a fly at one end and a fool at tlie other.” 

So fur as I can learn, the doctor was neither a 
fisherman nor an angler, hut a brilliant scholar 
and lexicographer, whose word was taken for 
granted. That being tlie case, we can forgive Dr. 
Samuel Johnson, because lie did not understand the 
intricacies of angling as an art and angling as a 
sport requiring great skill, energy anil perseverance. 

He was Ix.rn ill Sept cm tier. 17o» and died in 17S4. 
living at a time when the “Com pleat Angler” was 
about the only written word accepted authorita- 
tively by the Cult Contemplative. 

I assume tlie good doctor, considered from his 
scholarly attitude, buried in tlie musty smell of 
his research laboratory, thought any man who 
would follow a trout stream dangling iicfore him a 
fly or worm from tlie slender end of a rod or who 
stood on tin* banks of still waters in a downpour 
of rain in patient attitude trying to lure a succu- 
lent fisli from his aqueous environment was a man 
of non eom|K>s mentis calilier and a fit subject 
for a lioard of lunacy. 

FISHERMEN SHOULD BE WEATHERPROOF. 

It is the non compos kind, who stay in out of the 
wet. fearful of their health, spending their time 
gloating over the coals to ward off attacks of 
rheumatism, dyspepsia and chronic grouch, when 
they might he enjoying the little thrills of tlie open 
and untrammeled freedom with a rod in one hand 
and net in the other, adding to their allotment of 
the proverbial throe -score and ten. thus ridding 
themselves of an accumulation of spleen, that are 
the “Simple Simon” fools. 

No man lias discovered himself until he lias be- 
come adept at angling with a fly, be it wet or 
dry. No man lias really become expert in handling 
a rod. reel and line or a game fish until he has 
successfully mastered tlie art with cotton thread. 

Hundreds of liooks have been written since Dr. 
Johnson’s time on tlie recreation of tlie contemplative 
man. Each and all clearly define angling as an 
art requiring skill, tlie practice of which makes 
perfect. 

Anglers from all walks of life have sauntered 
forth, as mein tiers of the greatest fraternity of good- 
fellowship in existence, into tlie far corners of the 
eartli and captured every variety of fish known 
to science and ichthyology. 

These peregrinators have written lucid descrip- 
tions of their journeyings, their game and methods 
of capture, and given it all to the world that it 
might follow in their footsteps and enjoy what God 
hud prepared for their entertainment and longevity. 

Anglers have written for tlie tyro and written 
for l lie veteran volumes on fish, fish waters, flies, 
rods, reels and lines. While their works are pretty 
much alike in instruction and sentiment, not one. 
perchance, ever ventured to uphold Dr. Johnson’s 
personal definition of the “fly and the fool and 
the rod” making the unholy trinity of an angler. 

To William Henry Herbert (Frank Forester) 
present-day sportsmen owe much for tlieir instruc- 
tion. for lie was tlie pioneer sporting writer of his 
adopted country, America. To him falls the credit 
of arousing tlie American merchant and professional 
man from his counting-room desk and shallow 
money-mad existence to the greater and broader 
possibilities of life in tlie open with rod and gun. 

Although an Englishman by birth William Henry 
Herbert was an American at heart. He was the 
first to introduce field sports in this country and 
the first writer on angling and fishing subjects 
whose fertile brain and versatility captivated his 
audience to the point of enthusiastic devotion. He 
was tlie first iiersistent contributor to the maga- 
zines of tlie day and through his efforts angling 
and hunting were given literary prominence in tlie 
columns of tlie ’press. 

FISHING “BUG” WORTH WHILE. 

Frank Forester was followed l>y Genio G. Scott, 
Charles Hailock, Lauman. Prince. Hammond. Thail 
Norris, Tlioreau. Fred Mather, Seth Green, “Barn- 
well” Roosevelt and a host of others. 

Genio C. Scott gave us the first real manual on 
angling and tlie art of rod and fly making. His 
“Angling in American Waters” is a masterpiece 
of information which other writers vainly attempted 
to improve uihiii only, to fall to tlie level of plagia- 
rism. Nothing really new has Iieen given us since 
those days except the more modern development of 
light tackle and clean sjiortsniaiiship in angling 
offered by tlie devotees of tlie "surf stick” ami 
O. N. T. sjkioI cotton. 

It lias often been said “anglers were a ‘dippy’ 
lot because they bought everything that appealed 
to their instincts as worthy of holding a minnow.” 
In tlie vernacular of the times anglers have become 
“fans.” 

Generally we have been accredited with a great 
deal of sound common sense, wonderful stamina, 
energy and studious devotion to our avocation. ‘We 
are sometimes classed as. “hugs.” but in these days 
of intellectuality, where to lie scientific is to be IT, 
bugs are a necessary adjunct to tlie wholesome life 
of the world al large, and so we live, wax fat and 
pros|ier. 

This bacillus “piscatoricus” is a pretty good 
“bug” to get acquainted with. Injected as it is 
into our systems by tlie red blood of our forefathers 
and kept alive by the interest interjected through 
the columns of the press, we are bound to live to a 
ripe old age and leave something to posterity, the 
profits of our efforts and experiences? 

Whether we be “inch for inch.” “pound for 
pound” bugs. “Salmo” or “|M>mutomus saltatrix” 
bugs, “surf-casting, turf -casting” hugs, or up-to- 
the-minute light tackle cotton thread bugs, men 
will find us true to the core humans, playing fair 
and in the <>|ien. 

We are always glad to take the wayfarer witiiin 
the circle of our council fires and impart to him 
anything from <mr fund of knowledge. Probably no 
class of sportsmen devotes so much time instructing 
newcomers to tlie field of sport as the author does 
with tlie tyro in the proper handling of rod and 
line. 

Returning to “bugs.” and we are all glad to be 
such, there is one type of angling bug outdistancing 
by many lengths the rest of tlie field runners in 
superior sportsmanship. Ridiculed from the incep- 
tion of sporting possibilities, tlie early advocates 
of “O. N. T.” cotton .thread have carried the day 
in face of op; M mitioii and popularized cotton thread 
as the real tiling in angling and, although cotton 
thread is as old as grandmother's sewing basket, 
it is tlie only great new thing in angling methods 
and angling literature since tlie invention of tlie 
murderous gang book “plug.” — “Syl” in New Y'ork 
Sun.
